T= news (page 69) that the Prestressed 
Concrete Development Group invite de- 
signs for a competition for lengths of elevated 
road is both welcome and timely. It is worth 
remembering that the prizewinners in the 
pre-cast concrete bridge competition in 1950 
were in all cases architect-engineer teams. 

The present competition is to show the treat- 
ment of two aspects of an elevated road. First, 
an elevated road on the same line as an 
existing road and carried above it on piers 
located in the central strip dividing the two 
carriageways of the lower road (on which 
traffic will continue during and after con- 
struction). Secondly, a length of elevated road 
short-circuiting a section of lower road to 
obtain a more economical arrangement of 
supports, provided only that the area below 
the elevated road can be used as a car park. 

The possible application of these two ideas 
to existing roads is easy to imagine. A short 
step in another direction would be the treat- 
ment of roads above railway tracks. But the big 
question is: What is going to happen at the 
ends of urban motorways? 

“Men, material and miles have meant 
motorways, but the real value of these motor- 
ways ‘s considerably reduced if at the centres 
where distribution and circulation are neces- 
sary a state of chaotic stalemate exists.” This 
point, made recently* by Col. G. W. Kirkland, 
has been recognized, albeit belatedly, by the 
Minister of Transport, who is setting up com- 
mittees in a number of large cities to study 
planning of new motor-roads in built-up areas 
related to a national system of motorways.

MOTORWAY 


The constitution of these committees is in the 
hands of the local authorities. But we have 
not heard who are to be members of these 
committees or whether they will seek all the 
necessary advice from the right quarters. 

It was stated* by Col. Kirkland that the 
implications of traffic engineering are well 
within the scope of both structural and high- 
way engineers of this country. The Minister 
of Transport should not need to “import” the 
necessary “know-how” from abroad. Is it 
recognized that the architect and usually 
the landscape architect must also be members 
of the technical team from the start in order 
to solve satisfactorily the aesthetic problems 
of roads in landscape and, most difficult in 
Britain, bringing roads into towns? There is 
something to be gained, even if it is only 
negative, from a study of motor-roads in the 
continental and American landscapes. But 
the intimate scale and unique character of 
English towns and cities, in many cases the 
envy of other countries, present special aes- 
thetic problems. How are motorways, their 
traffic queues growing at both ends because 
of higher speeds, going to enter, circulate and 
leave, or by-pass them; and how is the con- 
comitant need—parking—to be provided? 
The most important aspect of this problem, 
if we are not to destroy the character of our 
towns or infuse new character of equal merit, 
is the aesthetic, architectural one. It would 
be absurd and potentially tragic, if the only 
member of the community trained to deal with 
this aspect of the matter, the architect, was not 
consulted from the outset and at all levels.

RUSKIN ART SCHOOL IN DANGER 


The Ruskin School of Drawing and Fine Art at 
Oxford is in danger of being closed down. The Uni- 
versity of Oxford is very short of money and is seeking 
to make economies all round. What more natural in 
these science-crazy days than to fall upon a modest 
school of art? The future of the school is likely to 
be considered soon. I understand that its work is 
considered to be on the fringe of the main university 
teaching and research, and no doubt it would appear to 
some people to be an unnecessary appendage when 
money is short. The loss of the Ruskin School would 
be the loss of one more civilizing influence in modern 
education. Quite apart from its whole-time students, 
many undergraduates reading other subjects attend 
its classes as a part of their general education. To 
close it, in the words of one former Ruskin student, 
“would be idiotic”. 

The school was founded in 1871 by John Ruskin and 
was independent until about five years ago. It now 
receives a grant from the university. The present 
Ruskin master is Mr. Percy Horton. One of his pre- 
decessors was Mr. Albert Rutherston, brother of the 
late Sir William Rothenstein and a famous stage design 
innovator and a great teacher. Many well-known artists 
have served on the staff, including Paul Nash, Barnett 
Freedman, Eric Ravilious, Enid Marks, Gilbert 
Spencer and Allan Gwynne-Jones. Past students 
include Kenneth Rowntree, John Verney, Lionel Brett 
and James Cubitt. 

The school draws its students from all over the 
world and includes many from France and the U.S.A. 
It has an extensive collection of Ruskin drawings and is 
comfortably housed in the west wing of the Ashmolean 
Museum. It certainly seems highly undesirable that 
the university should close an art school of such repute 
at a time when voices are being raised everywhere in 
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support of a broader basis for higher education in a 
world of spécialists. 

If the university itself decides that it has insufficient 
money—the total cost of the school cannot be very 
great—it will, I hope, make every effort to raise an 
endowment for it from other sources. It would, indeed, 
be ridiculous if the school were lumped together with 
a number of other fringe activities which the university 
cannot afford, and perished with them. 


MUSICAL SCULPTURE 


My picture shows the latest addition to the growing 
collection of sculpture in and around the Royal Festival 
Hall. It is by Siegfried Charoux, who is probably best 
known for his large work “The Islanders” (I remember 
asking, which island?) at the South Bank Exhibition 
in 1951. The ‘cellist is in blue concrete and was given 
anonymously to the L.C.C. on the condition that it 
was sited in or near the Festival Hall. I have always 
thought that of all musicians’ attitudes, that of the 
‘cellist was the ugliest. Sergeant, in his portrait of 
Suggia, was able to take a less-ugly two-dimensional 
view of it. Mr. Charoux, in his particular heavy way, 
has made it a clumsy instrument played by a ham- 
handed performer. The work has strength and virility, 
but the feeling is more for the bass player in a jazz 
band than for the delicacy of a chamber orchestra. 

Alderman I. J. Hayward, leader of the L.C.C., who 
was knighted in the New Year’s Hor urs, accepted the 
statue from Mr. Charoux on a particularly bitter morn- 
ing during the recent cold spell. The sculptor was 
acting on behalf of the anonymous donor. 

I think that, generally speaking, artists of all kinds 
are unwise to portray either vocalists or instrumen- 
talists in pictures or as sculpture. A sculpture of a 
conductor can be a success—David Wynnes’ head and 
hands of Sir Thomas Beechz.2, now exhibited at the 
Royal Festival Hall, is an example. ‘che Breughels were 
good at bag-pipers and other peasant musicians, and 
various painters of angels through the ages were pretty 
successful, but the task of joining music and the visual 
arts seems to be beyond most present-day artists.

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PRESIDENTIAL PORTRAIT 
PROBLEM SOLVED 


In its growing gallery of presidential portraits the 

R.1.B.A. has only a handful of good pictures. The 
responsibility of both presidents and painters is great. 

The task of choosing a painter must weigh heavier on a 

president than any number of special general meetings. 

Mr. Basil Spence is both wise and fortunate. He 

sugg2sted a bust, not a portrait, and Sir Jacob Epstein 

has agreed to model him. Quite apart from the interest 

and worth of such a piece of sculpture, the production 

of it will affect a great saving of the president’s time; 

perhaps only two sittings will be required in place of 

seventy or so for a painting. Sir Jacob, I see, has 

decided not to continue with a piece of decorative 

sculpture for the Crawley and District Co-operative 

Society, which would have been placed on a new build- 

ing there. The project was only in its preliminary 

2 stages. Apparently the setting of a time limit caused 
the breakdown. “I am not the kind of sculptor that 

can work to a time limit . . . they do not seem to under- 

stand an artist at all”, said Sir Jacob. 


BUT HIS SOUL GOES MARCHING ON 


My pictures show two views of the model of the new 
head office building for Barclays Bank, in Lombard 
Street, designed by Sir Herbert Baker and A. T. Scott. 
The third picture shows members of the Royal College 
of Art’s Anti-Ugly Society laying a coffin containing 
British architecture on the site of the new building, 
whose foundation stone was laid last week by the bank’s 
chairman, Mr. A. N. Tuke. In answer to a question, 
Mr. Tuke is reported to have said that the board of 
directors had asked for a building that was neither 
extremely traditional nor extremely contemporary. Mr. 
Alexander Scott, one of the architects, said that he had 
discarded the idea of a contemporary-style building 
because he regarded this type of architectural design as 
dated; it was not what the bank wanted; anc then 
there was the big question of restraint and manners 
to fit in with the architectural environment of the area. 

Stage I of this three-stage building is half up and 
no amount of protesting will now do any good. The 
odd thing 1s that I feel sure that I have recently seen, 
somewhere, a very good modern Barclays Bank. 
Martins Bank, way out in front with modern archi- 
tecture, are to have a drive-in bank in Leicester.

The Zinc Development Association has presented 
to the Press a new film about Zinc Roofing. It 
is in colour and was produced jointly by all the Euro- 
pean manufacturers of rolled zinc. The original film 
was made on 35mm film with a French commentary. 
Copies are available on 35mm or 16mm _ with 
English commentary. The film, which is in no way 
technical, makes a convincing survey of the widespread 
use of rolled zinc for roofing during the past 150 
years.

Rights of Light 


The General Purpose Committee of the London County 
Council reported to the council on Tuesday that the 
Committee of Inquiry into the Rights of Light, appointed 
by the Lord Chancellor in 1957, has accepted the view 
expressed by the council that legislation should be pro- 
moted to prevent the redevelopment of war-damaged 
sites and sites whose development has been prevented 
by war-time and post-war restrictions from _ being 
hampered because of the acquisition of the right of 
The 
Prescription Act, 1832, provides that the owner of a build- 
ing with windows which have had unobstructed light for 
20 years is entitled to prevent anyone from obstructing 


| that light. Building controls which lasted until 1954 and 


planning powers under the Town and Country Act, 1947, 
have made it difficult to prevent the acquisition of such 
rights and the matter has become an urgent issue for 
sites which were bombed in 1941 or were empty at that 
time. 

The Committee of Inquiry propose the adoption of an 
arrangement whereby notices can be served to interested 
parties to prevent the right of “ancient lights” being 
acquired, the notices being registered as local land charges. 
They also propose that until December 31, 1962, the 
prescriptive period of 20 years, under the Act of 1832, 
shall be extended to 27 years to allow of the protection 
of properties which sustained war damage earlier than 
194i, or were empty at the beginning of the war. Other 
proposals relate to rights of objection to notices and the 
payment of adequate fees to the registration authorities. 

The recommendations of the Committee of Inquiry are, 


| in general, given effect in the Rights of Light Bill. which 


has now been introduced into the House of Lords; it is 


| proposed that the local registration authorities in London 
| shall be the Metropolitan Borough Councils and the City 


Corporation.

The New L.M.B.A. President 


Mr. K. J. Pearce, the new president of the L.M.B.A., 
is best known for his work for apprenticeship, on which 
he has a notable record of service.

1952. 


Reynolds Memorial Award, 1959 


The American Institute of Architects have announced 
a new set of regulations for the annual $25,000 R. S. 
Reynolds Memorial Award for significant use of 
aluminium in architecture. These new rules increase the 
emphasis on the creative and architectural value of the 
structure selected to receive the Reynolds Award. Prime 
consideration will be given to the creative value of the 
architect’s contribution to the use of aluminium and its 
potential influence on the architecture of our times, says 
Mr. Edmund R. Purves, executive director of the A.LA. 
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Under the new regulations, an architect may be 
nominated for the Reynolds Award by anyone— including 
himself or his firm. Nomination forms can be obtained 
from the A.L.A. in Washington, D.C. (1735 New York 
Avenue, N.W.) “ne Reynolds Award Jury, selected by 
the A.LA., will give preference to works of architecture 
completed during the last three years. But the jury may 
acknowledge earlier work if it wishes, Mr. Purves said. 

The award, which may be given for any type of 
structure, was established two years ago by Reynolds 
Metals Ccumpany in memory of the founder, R. S. 
Reynolds, Snr. It is administered by The American 
Institute of Architects. In addition to the $25,000 
honorary payment, the recipient also receives an appro- 
priate sculptured piece specially created by a prominent 
contemporary artist. 

Seven Belgian architects won the 1958 Reynolds Award 
for the Transportation Pavilion at the Brussels World's 
Fair. The sculpture they received was designed by Jose 
de Rivera. Three Spanish architects, who received the 
1957 Reynolds Award for a building in Barcelona, were 
presented an emblem sculptured by Theodore Roszak. 

Nominations for the 1959 Reynolds Award will be 
accepted until February 2, 1959. Architects practising in 
any nation are eligible. Membership of a professional 
society is not required. Programmes giving details of the 
Award will be sent by the A.I.A. to each one of the 12,560 
members of the Institute as well as to foreign architectural 
societies. Nomination forms are included with the 
programmes. The Award with the honorarium and the 
sculptured piece will be formally presented at the annual 
convention of the A.I.A. in the summer of 1959. 


Site for Proposed University 


A leading industrial firm has offered the gift of a site 
for university buildings at Norwich, where a promotion 
committee has been formed to put the city’s case for the 
establishment of a university there. Brighton, Coventry 
and York are also pressing for universities of their own. 


Loans to Local Authorities 


Loans sanctioned by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government to local authorities in England and 
Wales during the quarter ended December 31, 1958, came 
to a total of £110,402,995, of which £85,665,935 was in 
the Ministry’s own sphere. Of this lesser figure £50,034,285 
was sanctioned for housing (land, dwellings, roads, sewers, 
and so on); £17,684,010 for advances and grants under 
Housing and Small Dwellings Acquisition Acts ; £1,298,102 
for town and country planning; £7,752,905 for sewerage 
and sewage disposal; £4,743,739 on water supplies; and 
a total of £4,152,894 on other amenities.

Law and Administration 


Development Plans 


The Minister of Housing and Local Government has 
announced his approval of the Derbyshire Development 
Plan. It was submitted in August, 1952, and was the 
subject of a local inquiry in May, 1953. This reduces to 
29 the number of plans on the waiting list; some 124 
plans have now received ministerial approval. 


Superannuation 


The Minister of Housing and Local Government has 
issued Circular 66/58 in which he draws attention to the 
Superannuation (English Local Government and Northern 
Ireland) Interchange (Amendment) Rules, 1958, to give 
them their short title. These rules are designed to preserve 
the superannuation rights of local government officers who 
change from a job in the English and Welsh Local Govern- 
ment Service to one in Northern [Ireland or vice versa. 
These rights were provided originally in the rules made 
in 1952. The present rules are designed to bring the 
arrangements up to date by taking account of certain 
recent changes in the law of superannuation here and 
in Northern Ireland. 


Local Government Members 


For many years members of local authorities have been 
entitled to allowances for travelling and subsistence and 
to offset any loss of income they may incur when carry- 
ing out their duties. The bodies to which these allowances 
applied have been set out over the years in eight separate 
sets of regulations. These regulations have now been consoli- 
dated in The Local Government (Allowances to Members) 
(Prescribed Bodies) Regulations, 1959. The opportunity 
has been taken to make one or two minor amendments 
and alterations. It should be noted that local government 
is widely defined for these purposes and includes many 
— boards, committees, commissioners and governing 

ies. 


Local Government Delegation 


During the debates which accompanied the passage of 
the Local Government Act, 1958, much argument centred 
on the delegation of functions from county councils to 
district and borough councils. The Minister in the Health 
and Welfare Functions (Delegation Scheme Notices) 
Regulations, 1958, made under the 1958 Act, has pres- 
cribed the form of notice which county councils must 
publish when they have either submitted a delegation 
scheme to the Minister or are proposing to vary or revoke 
such a scheme. 


The Building Regulations 


In 1958 amendments were made to the Building Regula- 
tions by virtue of the Building (Safety, Health and Welfare) 
(Amendment) Regulations, 1958. These amending regula- 
ions made changes in the statutory requirements for the 
keeping of certain reports and registers by those engaged 
in building operations. As a result, two of the present 
official forms have had to be changed. 
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Form 91 (Part 1), which consists of a register in which 
the results of various inspections of equipment have to be 
entered, has been amended, and the revised form is to be 
used with effect from January 1, 1959. It should particu- 
larly be noted that only Part I of the form is affected, as 
Part II looks rather similar and also deals with the record- 
ing of inspections, but this second part remains unchanged. 

Form 96, which is the certificate of test and examination 
of a crane, has been considerably modified. The new form 
has been arranged so that if a crane has a variable radius 
the test load and the safe working load will have to be 
shown in relation both to the radius and the length of jib. 
This new form also comes into use as from January 1, 
1959, and both forms are now obtainable from H.M.S.O. 


Design of Houses 


The Minister of Housing and Local Government 
announces in Circular 61/58 the publication of a new 
booklet called Flats and Houses, 1958. The circular states 
that: 

“The book deals with some of the basic problems affect- 
ing the design and layout of housing schemes at high den- 
sities. Many authorities are now faced with these problems 
in the redevelopment of clearance areas, and it is hoped 
that it will provide a useful guide for designing schemes 
of mixed development economically and well. High build- 
ing is always expensive and should not, therefore, be used 
without good reason. But sometimes a limited amount of 
really high building will produce a saving of expenditure 
on the scheme as a whole, while in other cases the extra 
cost of high building may be well worth while to preserve 
gardens or trees, or to make the most of an open prospect. 
The aim in all cases must be to get value for money.” 

Advice is given on the interpretation of the London 
County Council’s code for means of escape in case of fire. 
The newly devised sunlight indicator is also discussed.

BANKS 
TODAY 


T™ is the first of two issues in 
which a comparative study will be 
made of the design of banks in this 
country. Until the beginning of the 
war, our banks, strongholds of con- 
servatism, carried on their business 
behind respectable facades of stone 
and polished mahogany: the essence 
of good taste and security, but archi- 
tecturally as uninteresting as a railway 
bun. 

A bank is the hub of any thriving 
business community, and a landmark 
in the local High Street. New branches, 
if not part of a new building block, 
must be fitted into the centre of 
existing and often overcrowded develop- 
ment. Thus the main difficulty in 
bank planning is the arrangement of 
rigid requirements within confined and 
awkward sites. 

During post-war years, a remarkable 
change of character has taken place, 
brought about by a new policy of 
expansion and different ideas, together 
with rapidly growing competition 
among the banks for new business, 
especially that of the man in the street. 

The whole approach to banking has 
been revitalized. With the new and 
younger managers insisting on the 
personal approach one might expect 
to find, as in travel bureaux or airline 
offices, an atmosphere of dignified 
friendliness created by the imagina- 
tive use of traditional and new 
materials. 

The heavy facade, no longer synony- 
mous with security, has been replaced 
with glass and colourful facings: the 
heraldic arms, proudly displayed over 
many branches, now identify them with 
good design as well as with old 
traditions. 

With the rebuilding and replace- 
ment of blitzed premises, and urban 
renewal, architects have been faced 
with an unprecedented opportunity to 
change old traditions. That the results 
are mixed is clear from the illustrations 
that follow

HE site, which is situated on the 

A340, was leased to the bank by 
the Atomic Weapons Research Estab- 
lishments and the design met with 
the approval of both the Ministry of 
Works and A.W.R.E. Access to the 
site was restricted to Boundary Road 
and the building lines restricted the 
position of the building on the site, 
resulting in a large area of forecourt, 
which was paved for ease of main- 
tenance, the materials being cobbles 
and Yorkstone divided by granite 
setts, with some areas left for planting. 
The pedestrian area and car park 
are paved with pre-cast concrete 
paving slabs. To define the site and 
car park, pre-cast concrete bollards 
were used.

The building was designed to give 
a light and airy office and to 
harmonize with the architecture of 
the neighbouring buildings built by 
the Ministry of Works to house the 
employees of the A.W.R.E. 


Construction 

Construction is of load bearing 
walls with prestressed concrete roof 
beams and eaves units. Due to the 
water table being below ground level, 
the basement, which extends over the 
whole area of the building, has been 
tanked with asphalt.

Interior 


Over the clerks’ area and lower 
than the main ceiling is an acoustic 
panel with recessed light fittings. The 
main ceiling surrounding this panel is 
painted light blue. Walls are mist 
grey with black Panaplex skirtings 
and counter top and light oak fittings. 
In order to accommodate the credit 
slips, ink, pen and blotting paper for 
the customers’ use a special fitting 
was designed on the counter in front 
of each cashier's desk. 

The manager’s room has a fitted 
hat and coat cupboard and also built- 
in bookcases on each side of a 
Thermovent glass panel heater set in 
a Formica surround.

Structure 


The building is of steel frame con- 
struction, with pre-cast concrete beam 
floors. Walls are of cavity brickwork. 
The flat roof is covered with asphalt, 
which is treated with white spar chip- 
pings in addition to the vermiculite 
screeding under the asphalt, to pro- 
vide insulation for the whole top 
storey of the building. Concrete re- 
taining walls in the basement are - 
tanked as the normal water table is 
approximately three feet above the 
basement floor. 


Banking Hall 


The entrance lobby is paved in 
Quarzite and green slate, walls being 
Travertine marble with a_ polished 
finish. The ceiling is plaster, moulded 
to accommodate five light fittings. 
Doors surrounding this lobby are in 
silver bronze, and the four doors lead- 
ing into the main banking hall are 
glazed in polished plate glass, with 
wired reinforcement. 

The banking hall is also lined with 
marble, but here Sicilian Pearl has 
been chosen for its interesting texture 
and contrast to the Ashburton marble 
which is used on the free-standing 
columns and on the skirtings.

Non-slip rubber tiles have been used 
to provide a quiet surface to the 
public space, with linoleum on the 
staff side of the counters. 

Counters and the glazed screens are 
finished in French and American wal- 
nut with some silver bronze work on 
the counter fronts, and stainless steel 
glazing beads to the glazed screens. 

The public space is mainly lighted 
by a laylight, and natural light from 
this can be supplemented by a cold 
cathode lighting installation. 

On the first floor the manager's 
room is panelled in eucalyptus. 


Services 

The building is heated throughout 
by two oil-fired boilers which supply 
hot water to a system of Frenger sus- 
pended ceilings. 

This type of ceiling consists of 
aluminium panels attached to a frame- 
work of pipes carrying the hot water 
at a temperature of approximately 
120 deg F and provides in addition, an 
acoustic treatment to the rooms. All 
other services are concealed above it, 
and remain easily accessible by the 
removal of any individual aluminium 
panel. 

The banking hall and the basement 
are provided with artificial ventilation 
from an installation on the roof with 
similar provision made for the mana- 
gerial offices. Air flow can be con- 


trolled from all rooms as required.

The external elevation is intended 
to attract attention, but at the same 
time retain the dignity of a bank.

The remaining window 
space is utilized for displays illustra- 
ting the activities of the bank with 

° particular reference to overseas trade. 
Finishes 

The whole area has been covered 
with a false ceiling to conceal the 
ventilating and heating services. This 
ceiling provides a very effective in- 
direct light panel over the counter and 
accommodates flush fittings in the 
remainder of the area.

THE bank occupies the ground 
floor and basement of the new 
extension to the Washington Hotel in 
Mayfair. This space, although rela- 
tively free of columns, is small and 
irregular in plan, with the structural 
ceiling height not exceeding 10ft. To 
the passer-by, the bank interior is 
screened by a broad band of emerald 
pearl granite, with high-level glazing 
above and an armourplate strip of 
glazing at floor level. 

Armourplate entrance doors are 
set on the street front as far forward 
as possible to avoid reducing the 
public area. 


Planning and Design 


Generally, the ground-floor plan 
can be divided into three sections— 
the public area, staff and administra- 
tion area, and the bank manager's 
office. 

The manager’s office is enclosed 
by a teak framed screen with infill 
blockboard panels covered with vinyl 
plastics leather cloth. Upper panels of 
this screen are clear glazed, to allow 
visual interpenetration of the inclined 
soffit that passes from the public area 
into the manager’s office. The soffit is

Finishes 

The dominant wall finish through- 
out the interior is white Formica, with 
flus) butt joints. This is relieved by 
blockboard panels covered with fawn 
leather cloth. 

Tie counters, which define the 
extent of the public area, are based 
upon _ conventional requirements. 
Polisted black marble is used for the 
base, and the tops are surfaced in teak 
with b’ack panax panels buffed to a 
matt finish to the tellers’ side. All the 
fittings standing on the counters are 
faced in stainless steel and divide one 
teller from another. 

The finish to the public floor space 
is of glazed ceramic mosaic set 
in a black rubber floor tile cemented 
to tie screed, This is a new treat- 
ment introduced from Italy and pro- 
vides a hard-wearing surface that 
is bot colourful and non-slip. Cork 
floor tiles are used in the staff area.

Australian research reports received are usually 
interesting and illuminating and these are no exception. 
The annual report shows the range of subjects studied, 
including acoustics, bituminous roofing and surface finish, 
clav »roducts. concrete, glazing, plaster, lightweight 
aggregates, paints, stone, thermal effects and other minor 
matters. 

The report on acoustics says that investigators had been 
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dissatisfied with reverberation time as the measure of 
the quality of the acoustics of auditoria, although the 
public did not seem critical of the wide range of reverbera- 
tions experienced, whatever other deficiences were com- 
mented on Australian audiences are accustomed to 
higher reverberation times than many countries but little 
lead has, curiously enough, been obtained from musicians. 

As regards bituminous roofing, poor detailing has been 
the cause of trouble more than poor materials, Many 
roofings are under examination. Some felts have a pro- 
pensity for shrinkage which is more marked in dry 
weather than in wet: felts laid loose moved much less 
than those fixed with bitumen and asbestos-based felts 
movement was less than that of organic fibre felts but 
greater than that of glass fibre felts. The movement of 
the coated felts was, in general, extremely small compared 
with that of the raw and unsaturated felts. 

Cracking in concrete before hardening and in unrein- 
forced concrete at low loads was investigated. The former 
appeared to be due to settlement of particles of aggregate 
around the reinforcement, but whether occurring in 
vibrated concrete is not stated, while the causes of the 
former, possibly due in part at least to shrinkage or plastic 
yield, are not yet clear but have been regarded as of in- 
sufficient importance to call for re-examination of design 
methods. Subjection to carbon dioxide during curing 
reduces cracking but no commercial application of this 
is as yet practical. 

Vibrated concrete was studied by comparing strengths 
when the vibrators were applied to concrete as poured 
and when applied as the initial set was taking place. The 
latter was found to give greater strength, amounting to 
about one-fifth or one-sixth. 

The other subjects examined have their parallel in 
investigation in this country and, although some interest- 
ing lines of inquiry are indicated, next year’s report may 
produce findings of value to incorporate in this column. 

The report on the failure of wall and floor tiling is 
an excellent study, the findings being summarized in 
Part VI—Recommendations. These include the use of 
lean mortars with lime or plasticiser mixed as dry as 
possible with workability, clean, well-graded sand, “open” 
joints (at least the thickness of a matchstick) and use (in 
floor paving) of sand or paper under the bed. Things to 
avoid are: oversoaking the tiles, rapid drying, dirty bases, 
unsuitable bases (including green concrete), plaster of 
Paris for pointing or grouting and use of cove tiles or 
butting tiles against walls which restrict expansion. Floor 
tiling failures appear to be quite unpredictable, for some 
cases examined had been perfectly satisfactory for many 
years.

As was stated last time, all amendments to the list are 
clearly set out and cover all types of solid fuel appliances, 
but only by comparison with the list can one see whether 
the amendment is important or not. 

As this list and that of the Gas Council bear the same 
date it might be expected that they would agree, at least 
as to coke-burning appliances, but no reason is given for 
differences. For example, the amendments to list No. 15 
give no indication that the Rayburn No. 2 room heater 
is the well-known “Panda” with a new name, while the 
Gas Council's supplement makes no reference to this in 
its list of amendments, although it illustrates the “Panda” 
under its new name in the appropriate place. Another 
instance is that the Parkray 32 is added to list No. 15 but 
it is neither in the list of amendments, nor illustrated in 
the Gas Council’s supplement, although it is a coke 
burner. As the latter is a Minisiry-recommended stove 
it seems unlikely that the Gas Council has any misgivings 
about this make. 

The amendments to List No. 15 are set out in the 
same order and categories as the main publication.

The Information Digest of October 15 contained a brief 
description of No. | of this new series but this issue has 
much more direct application to work and safety on site 
and can be strongly recommended to all concerned with 
work on chimney stacks, sloping roofs and eaves gutters. 
This includes architects who must see that safety measures 
on their jobs are not neglected. Fig. 1 shows four ways 
of fixing a high-level scaffold, three without ground 
support. The ingenuity of scaffolders in fixing scaffolds 
at high level is always interesting, taking advantage of 
every point of support. The arrangements shown are 
simple, when tubular scaffolding is used, but two presume 
an unfinished building, another puts the load on a wood 
window sill and three rely on the eaves to stay the 
scaffolding off the walls—not practical when gutters are 
already fixed. The normal top-level scaffold is illus- 
trated with toe-board and guardrail, projection 2Sin, 
toeboard height 8in, the platform to be not more than 
lft below the edge of the roof. The situation is also 
shown where the platform need not, for other trades, be so 
high. The dimensions are much the same but the top 
of the toe-board should not be lower than the projected 
line of the roof slope. An additional rail is recommended 
at 17in above the level of the eaves so long as distances 
between rails are not rcore than 27in. Where access to 
only the roof is necessary, no platform being needed, it 
is recommended that the scaffolding be arranged so that 
not less than two scaffold boards shall act as a 17in high 
stop to anyone slipping down the roofing, with guardrail 
not more than 27in above the boards. 

Warning is also given on handling roofing materials, 
such as decking or corrugated sheets in strong winds— 
a point liable to be overlooked when contemplating 
using some of the large sizes of proprietary roofing 
panels, resulting in delay in fixing in addition to the 
danger factors. Timber battens forming the skeleton 


When a barrier is erected on, or at the edge of, a roof, the 
close fencing should extend not less than |7in above the roof 
surface and, above this, guard rail fencing should be 
provided to a height of at least 3ft above the roof surface, 
but the distance between the top of the close fencing and 
the lowest guard rail or between any two guard rails should 
not exceed 27in

for tiling or slating are also hazards and should not be 
less than jin to lin, but preferably 14in wide with maxi- 
mum span of 1Sin. This is an important point when the 
customary centres of joists and rafters are l6in and 18in— 
the former satisfactory, the latter bringing in a strong 
element of risk. 

Roof ladders should be 15in wide with 1}in battens at 
not more than I5in apart. Securely fixed ridge hooks 
are necessary—not merely boards nailed on. A suitable 
design is illustrated. 

A very common fault is the failure to lash the top 
of a ladder to a scaffold. Ladders should not be painted, 
so that any faults can be seen. Maximum spans for 
scaffold boards are given as S5ft for 9in by 1l4in boards, 
8ft for 9in by 2in boards and 15ft for 9in by 3in. Double 
boards allow spans to be doubled. 

The danger of walking on asbestos cement roofing is 
emphasized, even along the lines of the purlins and warn- 
ing notices should be exhibited. Appreciation of the risks 
and of safety organization are necessary for a safety 
officer, which every firm employing more than 50 men 
should have. Information on accident prevention groups 
can be obtained from the National Federation of Roofing 
Contractors, The Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents and from H.M. Inspectors of Factories.

This is a useful reference booklet, giving advice on the 
uses of lead in many parts of a building. Freedom from 
corrosion is one of the best claims lead makes for use, 
the text noting that the normal patina, although very 
thin, is a form of protection and that other metals in 
contact suffer no harm from lead, whatever deleterious

effects the climate may have on these. The Association 
also say that, although cast lead is traditionally preferred 
for church roofs, it has little real advantage, if any, over 
milled lead. 

Recommended weights are much lighter than formerly 
but this may be because cast lead, because of the risk 
of pinholes, was of necessity heavy, so milled lead of 
much the same weights was used by custom rather than 
prudence. The heavier weights are no longer recom- 
mended as it is considered that they have little advantage 
over the weights generally used today. Sheet lead for 
pitched roofs should be 6lb or 7lb, but on low-pitched 
or flat roofs Sib can be the minimum, with 6lb lead for 
gutter linings, 4lb metal being recommended for flashings. 
One occasionally hears of 3lb lead being used but not 
in this booklet, although it is included in the range of 
weights manufactured which are given as from I1b to 10lb 
per sq ft. This table of weights also gives thicknesses in 
inch fractions and metrical measurement.

Although lead is resistant to corrosion some damage 
may be caused by rain off new western red cedar shingles 
but this is not a continuous process. The greater risk is 
of condensation under the lead resulting in the release 
of acids in the boarding on which it is laid. Inodourous 
felt and waterproof building paper (B.S, 1521, Class A) 
should be used as an underlay. Another advantage of this 
practice is that it permits movement of the lead due to 
temperature changes without friction and, in addition, 
gives protection from free lime in concrete or screed. 

There follows diagrams and descriptions of rolls, welts, 
tacks, steps and flashings, all of which are given in variety 
and very clearly. In searching for points to comment on 
there was very little to criticize, but one would like to see 
clearly shown the welted edges of sheets where built into 
brickwork (not evident in Fig. 53) and the more usual 
sandwiching of a lead tray around a penetrating soil 
pipe between the layers of bituminous felt roofing and 
not wholly underneath as shown in Fig. 52. If there are 
good reasons why these arrangements are not shown this 
column would like to know about them. 

Photographs show the application of lead to spires, 
domes and stone embellishments but contemporary 
architecture has apparently not given plumbers much 
scope, the only outstanding example being a spire by 
Edmund Kirby & Sons, if one excepts the spire by Arthur 
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Bailey of the new Dutch Church in the City of London 
which has a distinctly Baltic flavour. 

British standards are quoted where applicable and the 
production as a whole is a useful addition to the library. 
Many copies have already been distributed to architects 
and can be obtained by all users on request. 


@ Zinc Dust in Paints. Zinc Pigment Development Association, 
34 Berkeley Square, London, W.|1.

Zinc-based paints are well known and in general use. 
The booklet now received refers, however, to metallic 
dust, roughly spherical and not as one might suppose of 
flake shape, and forming 92 per cent to 95 per cent of the 
volume of the dried paint film. This could be an awkward 
paint to handle so special binders have been evolved, such 
as plasticised polystyrene and chlorinated or isomerised 
rubber. Generally no other protective paint film is 
needed but if the natural colour is not acceptable the zinc - 
dust paint can be overpainted. 

The high proportion of metal enables an electric current 
to be conducted through the film to the protected metal, 
a feature which adds to its value in use in painting hulls. 
Damage to the film is largely self-healing in undersea 
conditions. 

The paints can be brushed or sprayed, a single coat of 
wet paint being about 0-002in in thickness giving about 
0-40z of zinc per square foot. For adequate protection 
0-70z should be applied. A guaranteed life of 20 years 
is customary in Australia where silicate paints including 
zinc dust were originally developed. Another combination 
is in oxychloride paints where similar electrical properties 
are given with the further advantage that these paints 
can be applied to wet metal. Some protective film is 
needed if exposed to the atmosphere.

Little fresh ground is turned in this Report, which was 
originally prepared for the International Commision on 
Illumination in 1955, but has been brought up to date. 
It is therefore a guide to present practice. 

Abuse or bad maintenance of good-type fittings is a 
prevalent trouble but corrosion of the fittings is another 
serious matter. The necessity for regular and conscien- 
tious maintenance is stressed, as only then can the fittings 
be kept in satisfactory condition while incipient failure 
can be detected before an accident can occur. 

Corrosion is being tackled by using coated fittings but 
some plastic coatings are not proof against commo. 
chemical fumes in industry. This problem is being investi- 
gated. Wiring systems also give trouble, where conduit 
is exposed to corrosive fumes and to condensation, both 
internally and when fixed to oak or other acidic woods. 
Non-metallic conduits are being used but some are unsuit- 
able in warm situations. Switches are available in a 
limited range of protected materials. 

An alternative to flame-proof fittings is the pressure- 
protected system. In this a flow of air or inert gas is fed 
through the conduit and fitting to flow out at the danger 
point, thus excluding the dangerous gas. Quite a low 
pressure is sufficient. Some form of alarm is desirable, 
to show if a failure occurs in the protective flow. It is 
pointed out that not all metal conduit systems are flame- 
proof; only solid drawn conduit screwed into flame-proof 
fittings can be satisfactory. 

Appendix | gives practical examples of protection in 
tabular form, with headings of Type of Hazard, Details 
of Particular Problem, Examples of Lighting Fittings Used 
and Examples of Wiring Systems, Appendix 2 gives the

Anything from A.B.M. gives expectation of another 
blast in their private war with the British Standards 
Institution. The pamphlet on their “Fultest” cylinders is 
another such production. Why, they ask should the B.S. 
for copper cylinders lay down (a) a weak pattern; (b) a 
shape that holds impurities; (c) thicknesses of metal which 
are not consistant and (d) dimensions for some internally 
and some externally? 

As to (a) they point out that concave base is unsuitable 
for pressure which will push out the sides, so why for 
cylinders? As to (b) why have a ring around the BS. 
concave base where impurities can lodge, when a convex 
base would collect impurities in the centre—in an acces- 
sible position. As to (c), by having a convex base the side 
pressures are reduced, so allowing a lighter gauge than 
the B.S. demands, apparently because of the design weak- 
ness. As to (d) the A.B.M. quote B.S. numbers 417, 1565, 
1566, 699 and 843 in tabular form so as to compare 
requirements which are apparently inconsistent for the 
same duties. For example, a convex base is optional in 
a copper cylinder to B.S. 1566, banned in B.S. 699 and 
required in B.S, 843, all of these being in copper and of 
the same sizes. 

The point about all this is that A.B.M., in their “Fultest™ 
cylinders, guarantee to provide cylinders of at least equal 
service and capacity but with marked advantages such as 
the convex base, a dispenser to diffuse the entering cold 
water, a “built-in” immersion heater boss, a stand for 
vertical models, which is a necessity with the abandon- 
ment of the concave base aad, finally, quality and thick- 
ness of material complying with B.S. 899, and will defray 
costs of plumbing up to £5 in replacing any cylinder which 
develops faults within six months. 

“Fomaselle” sectional insulation, 
cylinders, is also available. 

In the pamphlet on A.B.M. Copper Tube another attack 
is made with what appears to be sound argument. Why, 
they ask, should the gauge of copper tube not be based 
on the pressure to be contained rather than arbitrarily 
determined thicknesses? They quote Post-War Building 
Study No. 13, in which it is stated that “even soft copper 
tube of lin in 19 gauge” will take up to 2,400Ib per 
square inch, also that for normal domestic installations 
pipes up to I4in bore “should be one gauge lighter than 
B.S. 659.” Pointing out that the U.S.A. uses lighter 
gauges, the A.B.M. remark that millions of pounds are 
being wasted through using unnecessarily heavy gauges. 
The Ministry of Health has laid down “specific” standards 
which A.B.M. say restrict development and economy. 
Again, the A.B.M. say that the model by-laws give the 
test pressures as double the working pressures but both 
ignore tensile strengths and bursting pressures. This 
is supported by addenda collating requirements for 
copper tubes as in B.S. 659 and other B.S. for other 
materials; in none of these does the bursting pressure 
feature. Yet structural steelwork, for example, is designed 
in relation to its stress at failure. 

Hardness of copper is also considered. The Copper 
Development Association are quoted as saying that tempers 
are not clearly defined. The A.B.M. have gone in for a 
harder temper than is customary, so offering tubes which 
are unsuitable for bends which should be made with 
B.S. 659 tube The hardness does not affect dimensions, 
all capillary and compression fittings being suitable to 
A.B.M. “Red Label” tubes. Identification is by impressed 
letters A.B.M. and the size and gauge at 24in intervals, 
while the 20ft bundles are marked “Light Gauge Copper 
Tube”, “Hard”, “Not Suitable for Bending” and the A.B.M.
